Service on a Volunteer 
Fire Deparoment, like Sierra 
Madre’s, requires the wil¬ 
lingness and ability of a 
person to give up leisure 
time and respond to their 
fellow citizens’ call for help 
at any hour of the day or 
night. 

Compensation in the mon¬ 
etary sense of the word Is 
almost nil. In Sierra Ma- 
dre, each member receives 
a small salary from the city 
each month, but out of this 
come dues, insurance and 
fines for missing fires and 
drills. Dress uniforms are 
paid for by the members, 
but work uniforms are 
bought by the city. Calls 
that are responded to after 
9 p.m. and before 6 a.m. 
bring a small extra sum 
from the city. No man is in 
the department because he 
thinks It’s a moneymaking 
proposition, but they do have 
the great satisfaction of 
serving their fellow Sierra 
Madreans in time of need. 

Drills and business meet¬ 
ings are held each second 
and fourth Friday of the 
month at the station in the 
City Hall. Drill time is spent 
in some phase of fire fight¬ 
ing. During business meet¬ 
ings, items pertaining to 
the department are discuss¬ 
ed and passed upon by the 
members present. 

Among the activities of 
the local Fire Department is 
the Christmas Dance that is 
held every year just before. 

The money raised 
at the dance is used to put

Busybody Big Brother 


Big Brother, this time in the guise of the Federal 
Trade Commission, has moved once again to protect us 
from ourselves. The Commission ruled that by next year 
cigarette labels and advertising must carry the warning 
that "Cigarette smoking may cause death from cancer 
or other diseases.” 

Now anyone who has ever smoked, especially in the 
early, adventurous phase of using "the filthy weed” has 
been made constantly aware of tobacco’s potential for 
danger. Some among us even remember when cigarettes 
wore called "coffin nails.” Does the FTC actually think 
people today aren’t aware of cancer and other dreadful 
things? 

Following its paternalistic and officious philosophy 
to the logical end shouldn’t the FTC do some more label¬ 
ing, somewhat as follows? 

Autos: "Automobile driving may cause death from 
sudden stopping or other disasters.” 

Candy: “Candy eating may cause trips to the dentist 
through creation of caries.” 

Coffee: “Coffee drinking may cause sle>oplessness or 
heart trouble if ingested immoderately.” 

Liquor: "May cause cirrhosis of the liver, and dis¬ 
tressing hangovers. Also see ‘Autos’.” 

Foolish? Of course. Agencies such as the Pure Food & 
Drug Administration have a legitimate duty to ban harmful 
items the public can’t possibly be expected to know about. 
But smoking is a well understood personal habit that harms 
no one but the smoker. The FTC rule is an unwarranted 
intrusion.
